Stanford White, will be laid with the 
testimony of Anthony Dcbb, the police- 
man on the roof garden, who saw the 
uhots fired; the fireman who aided in 
making the arrest and Police "Sergeants 
McCarthy and McCann, who were in'the 
station house when the prisoner wns ar- 
raigned and who noted 
his demeanor 


when ho asked Reporter McKlhfne if it 
was necessary that he {'J.'haw) give his 
real name. McKlhone will be summoned 
to rebut the testimony of Martin Cirut*n, 
another reporter, who testified that the 
manner of the defendant immediately 
after the shooting w.is not rational. 


Following these witnesses, Drs.

Donald, Flint and Mahor. will probably 
take tho stand.

THAWS MOTHER IX 
AUTHORITY. 


Mrs. William Thaw, mother of the de- 


fendant, will be constantly present at 
In* trial until a verdict is returned. She 
has token charge of her son's case with 
n greater assumption of authority than 
she has shown before, having absorbed 
much knowledge of legal procedure nnd 
of the tactics of counsel on both sides. 
While it is thought she will give way 
to her son where she deems it wise, she 
will doubtless !.'C the

well as in private. 


Evelvn'Thaw will not sit at her hus- 


- band's side, except on the days she ap-

•TIE GIRL'S STORY.BARRED. 


Jerome attempted to get before the 


jury the story of Harry K. Thaw's con- 
nection with the fate of 'Ethel Thomas— 
"The girl in tho pie," 


Mrs. Thaw testified to having been 


told that Thaw had lied a girl to a bcd- 
-post and brutally whipped her. Mr. Jer- 
ome was prepared today to show that 
this girl was Ethel Thomas—"the girl in 
the pie." 


However, Delmas proved too strong 


for the district attorney, and through 
objections that were sustained by Jus- 
tice Fitzgerald succeeded in barring the 
story from the jury. 


ACTIONS CALLED RATIONAL. 


Police Officer Dennis Wright testified 


that Thaw's actions on tlie night of his 
arrest were rational. Police Sergeant 
Dcvid McCarthy testified lo the same ef- 
fect, 


JEROME GETS TESTY AGAIN. 


At one time during the afternoon Mr. 


O'Reilly approached Mr. Delmas and be- 
gan whispering to him. Mr. Jerome 
jumped to his feet. "I object to counsel 
consulting here in whispers loud enough 
for the entire jury to hear," he said 
sharply. 


"I had no intention of saying things 


for the jury to hear," said Mr. O'Reilly. 


"I don't suppose you did," said Mr. 


Jerome, "but they can't help hearing 
yon. I can hear you myself." 


Mr. Delmas and Mr. O'Reilly moved 


further away, but 
again Mr. Jerome 


thought they were too close to the jury. 
This caused TMr. Delmas to lose his tem- 
per. 


"I cannot see Tv!iy the district attor- 


ney should b° so insistent. The 
jury 


cannot hear wh.it we are saying. I am 
sure they have heard everything that 
the district attorney and liis assistants 
have talked about since the case began." 


Justice Fitzgerald nipped for order. 


JEROME GETS A SURPRISE, 


Police Captain'Win. Ifodgins who saw 


Thaw in his cell the night of the shoot- 
ing, created quite n stir when in answer 
to Ihc question, "Was Thaw rational or 
irrational," he said: 


''In hU actions and nn^ycrs he was ra- 


-tionalj in sppcarmijce he had a stare and 
gn/e such as he has now as I look at 
him." 


On motion of Mr. Delmas the answer 


was stricken out. Mr. Garvin repeated 
the question. 


"I think lie was very rational in some 


ways," 
EH id Captain 
ITodgins. Again 


the nmwcr was stricken out and the 
question repeated. 


"I'll have to qualify my answers," snid 


the witness. 
"I believe he was more 


rational tlinn irrational." 


Once more Mr.' Garvin repealed the 


question und Captain Hodgins repeated 
liis last answer. 


JEROME LOSES OUT AGAIN. 


Dr. Rudolph Withousc, an expert chem- 


ist, was called by District Attorney Je- 
rome to testify as to the effect of drugs 
in wine. 


"Doctor," .nskcd Mr. Jerome, "are you 


familiar with all the known drugs that 
produce insensibility when taken through 
the mouth?" 


"I think I am." 
'•Doctor, I am now about lo ask you 


a hypothetical question, 


"Assume sir, that a young woman 


lti-Xi years of age, drank one glass of 
champagne at supper with a gentleman I 
after the theater, that after eating she j 
passed into another room, played the 
piano there and passod into a bedroom 
where there was another small bottle of 
champagne; that she drank a glass of 
this champagne; that it tasled to her 
the same as any other champagne, to- 
wit: bitter; that within two 
minutes 


she heard a pounding in her ears; the 
room became dark and she became in- 
sensible; that while she was put in a 
state of insensibility, she was ravished; 
that she awakened in alarm and very 
shortly thereafter drove with the man 
to he.r hotel, where she sat down in a 
chair remaining awake and looking out 
of the window until morning; assuming 
all these facts is there any poison known 
lo scionce Ihat would produce the in- 
sensibility indicated in the question and 
permit of the quick recovery also indi- 
cated in the question?" 


Mr. Delmas promptly objected on the 


ground that the question was immaterial 
not rebutliil testimony and not permit- 
led uiider the rules of evidence, as at- 
tacking the truth of J.Irs, Thaw's stale- 
menl to her husband. 


After a lengthy controversy the ob- 


jvcl'ion was sustained.

BOSTON", March II.—That the human 


soul does exist is the conclusion of five 
Massachusetts physicians who for six 
years have been conducting a series of 
remarkable 
experiments 
undertaken 


with the object of demonstrating from a 
physical''standpoint whether or not there 
is such a thing. The experiments were 
carried on in a. sanitarium ill this state, 
aid Imve been kept secret until some ac- 
tual result could be shown. Now it is 


i believed something decisive has bcen'pro- 
.cUfced. 
; The physicians chum that through their 
'researches the human soul has at last 
;been catalosued upon scientific princi- 
ples, just as the lt':nrt. the kidneys, the 
stomach and oil vital organs of the body 
—-as an actual-material 
thing; 
that 


whin this soul flits from the body it di- 
minishes the weight of the body by a cer- 
tain measurable amount, and that this 
amount can be weighed in actual pound's 
or fractions of pounds. 


WEIGHT 3S ASCERTAINED. 


The dill'ercnee between the weight of 


the live human body and the body a mo- 
Tnent after death, or when (lie soul has 
quitted it, was found to be from one-half 
ounce to one ounce, and to this it is MI id 
there can be no other po^il'le solution 
than, that-this is- the' weight of• the hu- 
man soul. 
. . . 
. 


Tn every ease the. loss was shown after 


al! known scientific deductions. su.:li as 
the loss of respiratory air, of moisture 
and of all excretions and secretions of 
the body had been taken into consider- 
ation. 


In order that the physicians might as- 


certain accurately that this unaccount- 
able loss was not due to some peculiar 
physical characteristic of sex, both men 
and women have been subjects of the ex- 
periments. 


In nearly all. cases under test dimin- 


ish'ment took place upon the instant life 
ceased to exist, although In one case 
there was a delay of nearly a minute, 
believed to be due to the sluggishness of 
thit particular soul in realizing that its 
physical fetters had been broken. 


,', " DYING ARE PUT OX SCALES. 


The method of finding this result, as 


followed by the doctors, was to place 
the dying patients in bed upon one of 
thv platforms of scales made expressly,, 
'for the experiments and then to balance 
this weight by placing an equal weight 
in the opposite platform. These scale* 
were so dcliciitoly constructed as to bo 
sensitive to a weight of less than one- 
tenth of nn ounce. 


Dr. Duncan JIncDougal of ITaverhill I* 


one of the physicians who conducted the. 
experiments. .In telling of them he said: 


"Four physicians under m;r diicctioii 


made the. first test upon a patient dying 
with tuberculosis. This man w<:3 one of 
the, ordinary type of the usual American 
temperament. 


"We placed hiin'a few hours preceding 


death, upon a scale platform, which I 
had constructed and which v.'as accur- 
ately'balanced. 


"Four hours later, with five doctors in 


attendance, he, died, 


"The instant life, censed the opposite 


scale pan fell with a suddenness that \va? 
nslonislu'n;;—-as if something had been 
lifted suddenly f;om the body. 
Immed- 


iately nil the 
usual 
deductions were 


made for physical loss of weight, nnd it 
was discovered that there was still n 
full ounce of weight unaccounted for. 


SAME RESULT OBSERVED. 


"As a result of this doubt, t submitted 


another subject afflicted with the, sunie 
disease and neHri;i£ denth. to the same 
experiment. The result was the same. 
The iii»tiint'. the heart censed to beat, 
there was the sudden and almost un- 
canny diminishment in weight. 


"The two separate differences obtain- 


ed corresponded, each being of about nn 
ounce. 


:'Tho third subject was that of a man 


of larger physical build, with a pronounc- 
ed sluggish temperament. 


"When life ceased for a full minute 


(here appeared to be no change in weight. 
Then suddenly the same Ihing happem-d 
that had occurred 111 Hie other eases, 
Thciv wiis a 
si'iddeu 
diminiahinent in 


weight, wl'icli .was found to be tlie.3fl.me 
as that of the preceding,experiments. 


••| believe Hint in'this ciise. Hint of a 


phlogiwitic man slow nl thought and ac- 
tion, the soul remained suspended in the 


body 
after death, during the 
minute 


that elapsed before it came to tlie con- 
sciousness of its freedom. There, is no 
other way of accounting for it, uifd it is 
what might be .expected to happen in a 
man of the subject's temperament. 


THREE OTHER CASES TRIED. 


"Three other case? were tried, includ- 


ing' that of a woman, and in each, it was 
established tlrat a, weight of from one- 
half lo'a full ounce departed from the 
body at the moment of expiration. In 
nearly every experiment each 'physician 
made his owu figures and then a compari- 
son of results followed. 


"Every test was made to disprove ns 


well ns prove the peculiar results, but 
nlwnys with the same definite and mark- 
ed change.

Judge Kimbroiigh, on Saturday after- 


noon, whileideclaring Davis might bo 
morally guilty, decided that Davis was 
not leg-ally guilty, because the Chicago 
building ordinances were defective. 


The jury, so inslructed, pruuiptly re- 


turned a verdict of not guilty, und the 
sheriff was directed to set Davis free. 


This decision of the court makes it 


practically 
impossible to indict Davis 


again.

• The city of Racine has lost thousands 


of dollars the past fn'tecn years through 
the failure pf the 
mutual 
insurance 


companies to pay tlieir tax of two per 
cent on the 
premiums collected 
from 


manufacturers and business houses. The 
state law which ha3 been in .effect for 
more than twenty years requires that 
all companies-doing business in the state 


pay into the city treasury where 


the insured 'property is located two per 
cent of the premium which is collected. 
The insurance agents in the city have 
all complied with the law, paying in the 
various sums regularly. The companies 
who have been escaping the payment of 
this tax are the ones who have no agents 
in the city and are' represented in New 
York and other large cities outside of 
the slate. 


QUESTION OF REBATE. 


The local agents are discriminated 


against in a sense by the mutual plan 
of doing business, being handicapped to 
a considerable extent by the privileges 
wliich are being enjoyed by the outsiders. 


One of the local agents in talking over 


the situation today slated that he could 
'ct considerable more business in the 
city if he rebated back a'certain portion 
of the prJwium paid by some of the 
large factories. He also stated that it 
was the policy of some of the big mutual 
companies with their home offices 
in 


Europe and a broker as representative 
in New York rebate as much as five per 
cent to the insured which would make it 
an object for the insured to go out of 
hia way to get the foreign companies to 
protect his factory or business interests, 


COMTA>-YS GAIX THEREBY. 


Even though the rebate granted to the 


large manufacturers who carry insurance 
in the mutual companies is live per cent 
it is reallv O7ily three per cent for the 
jeason that they are escaping the pay- 
ment of the iwo per cent to the city 
treasurer. This handicaps the local agent 
who cannot afford to rebate five per cent 
to keep up with the mode carried out 
by 1 he ;nutuals. This system is deemed 
a rank injustice by the local agents who 
reside uere pay their tax into the treas- 
ury on tlieir premiums, own. their own 
homes on which tax is paid and make 
their homes here. The matter has re- 
ceived some attention from the local ag 
cnls here of late and it is not impossibli 
that a movement-will be made to have; 
the city compel the payment of tax by 
the mutuals who arc now escaping the 
tax and do not even so much as pay'of- 
fice rent in the city. ' . 


LAST YEAR'S LOSS. 


There is no way of getting at the act- 


ual loss to tUe city during the past twen- 
ty years, but it must be quite a sum 
The approximate loss last year is fixec 
at $")00 which some agents consider a 
low figure. One large factory in this 
city carries an Insurance on its plant oi 
nearly SliOO.OOO. 
Of thia amount about 


$200,000 is held by companies which are 
represented here. On this amount the 
tax is paid, but on the large balance 
there is no payment of tax on the prem- 
ium which is paid to a New York broker 
There are many other factories in the 
city that are partly covered by mutua 
insurance and on which tax is paid. 
It 


is roughlv estimated that at least $3,- 
000,000 worth of property is insured by 
the mutual companies in this city alone 
This is possibly about one-fifth of the 
total amount of insurance carried ia the 
city. 


INSURED HELD LIABLE.

The state law regarding the fitness of 


plumbers working in the city is being 
carried out to the letter in Racine. In 
talking over the matter with Inspector 
of Plumbing John H. Owens, this morn- 
ing, he stated that all of the plumbers 
who have passed the examination hera 
were put through a thorough test and 
must necessarily have been 
- competent 


before tlieir licenses could have been is- 
sued to them. This evening there will 
be one applicant examined and he will 
be given a number of questions to an- 
swer besides other work which is deem- 
ed necessary by the inspector. 


The examination consists of ten ques- 


tions which cover all of the things nec- 
essary for a plumber to know regarding 
sanitary plumbing. These questions are 
framed up by the inspector from time to 
time so that no two applicants have the 
same ones to answcV. Mr. Owens also 
exhibited a number of sketches of jilumb- 
ing in residences. All of these sketch.es 
showed unsanitary and faulty work and 
the applicants for a license are required 
to point out the defects. To the illy- 
posted citizen these plans would seem 
to be correct in every detail but to a 
practical man there would be evident 
many small defects which are vital to 
the health of the occupants of a resi 
dence.

of ingredients the law lias prescribed a 
maximum, and this deficiency may be a 
result not of adulteration at all, but of 
errors in feeding cows.

dangers only really commence after get- 
ting out of the first hands. So in the 
cities one inspection at place of shipment 
is wholly insufficient. The law must do 
belter and the law must provide n more 
wholesome punishment for these rascals

food of any kind, to the detriment of 
health and serious dangers of slow pois- 
oning. It is bad enough to adulterate 
with substances th.it do not interfere 
with the health, but the adulterants that 
so sicken the body, tliat slowly accumu- 
late in the system, these are and should 
be liie nii'st especial care of the law as 
rep resented by its agents and municipal 
authorities to guard against. 
To this 


proper .purpose some one must be', urmed 
with authority that may not be-practi- 
cally nullilied by others. Much more of 
a one man power is necessary and in- 
dispensable if the people are to be pro- 
tected.
